I'ire and forests do not mix. We cannot 
have both. W e must choose between tliepi— 
:ind choose (pticklv. 

Jt is not tliffienlt for anyone to be careful 
with fire while in wooilcij areas. llerc are 
simple rules which if observed will go far 
toward reducing the appalling number of mati- 
caiised forest fire- rt ported everv tear: 

1. He sure your match is out before throw¬ 

ing it avviiy. llreak it in two with voiir 
fin.gers. ' 

2. Jton't throw cigars, cigarettes, and pipe 
ashes tilong the roadside. If yon are riding, 
improvise ati ;ish tray in your machine. .\ tin. 
can will do. If you ;ire wtilking, grind vour 
stubs, matches, and ashes in the dirt. 

.V. Iluild small camp fires awa.v from bnisli 
ami simill trees. Scrape ;iway all leaf mold 
;ind other inflaniinable material around voitr 
fire. 

4. .Never leave your eamp fire nnwatched. 
A wind may spring up any tnonient. 

I’our wtiter on yoiir ctimp fire when 
you are finished with it. He sure it is dead 
—then bury it with dirt or grtivel. Don't 
make the mistake of burying it with leaf mold 
or other inflammtible ni:ileri;il. 

(>■ It in a wooded region keep in touch 
with the Stjite or I'ederal lores! ranger or 
fire wardeti. Reiiort all fires you inav see, 
however small. If you see a lire be.ginning to 
burn, sto|) and fight it while some other 
member of ymir party gets word to tbe 
ranger or fire vvtirden. 

7. I>e its ctireful with fire while vmi are 
in vvoo<le<l aretis a.s yon would be in vour own 
home. He thoughtful ami rcasoiiarde at all 
tinie.s. 

Hccause the long rainless perioii has speeded 
up the arrival of the year's greatest fire 
hazard season, the State is arranging to in- 
angurale its fire patrol service in the forest 
reserves earlier than usual. i''or the same 
rea.son everyone should take his own seasonal 
))recautions against fin; earlier than cus¬ 
tomary.

The I're'-ideiit the other day was urging 
th:it the stales take cafe lo preserve tlieir 
own rights and protect them from encroach¬ 
ment by tbe central government. Judging 
from the slight impression that tlte ajipcals of 
tliat central government bad upon tli'b stales 
that are setting up and maiutainiug embar¬ 
goes upon everything from California because 
of tbe fool and inoutb disease in some parts 
of tbe State, there neetl be small worry on 
tbe score of tbe individual states retaining 
their sovereigntv. 

Tbe long (manned international bonier be¬ 
tween Canada and tbe I'uited States, stretch¬ 
ing from ocean to ocean, has long been a 
cla,-,.''ic illustration of tbe way government.s 
can get along in neighborly amity if they will 
only be sweetly reasonable logetlier ami not 
mutually suspicious. VV'bat tbe moral is that 
is to be drawn from tbe armed forces on the 
two sides of the .Arizona-Calilornia state line, 
ean be guessed at. 

'The trutli is that everybodv lias become 
hysterical. It is not difficult to forgive tbe 
outlying slates for losin.g tlieir btilancc a lit¬ 
tle in their extreme anxiety lest tbe costly 
disease get inside tbeir borilers. We are 
drawiug sharp quarantine lines across our 
own Slate to check tbe spread from county 
to County, ami when tlie uatioual governinctit 
appropriates millions, and oiir own State be¬ 
comes jFtmicky ab<AiL reimbursement for 
slaughtered herds, vve imist not he too critical 
of ((liter stiites th.'il .strive to avoid .such 
losses. 

Hut, nevertheless, governors neeil not lose 
their balance completely. Tlii;y are trying to 
avoid projierty hjs.s ahute; there is no menace 
to bnman life. It is fooli.sli to liecome so 
zealous in ;ivr)i(ling a threatened loss that yon 
run the risk of incniring a greater one need¬ 
lessly, wliicli is what some of the ovcr-excite'l 
suites around iis are doing. 

.\Iayl)c a few liours of a little soberer 
thinking will restore ns all to a soinewbat 
(|ni<;ter and more sensible inooil. Tliere is a 
ebance for it.

The grove, which has been S(^t 
asliie by the San Mateo County 
Board ot Supervisors as a memor¬ 
ial park for former service men of 
the county, is located between Pes- 
cadero and La Honda, The area 
involved amounts to about 310 
acres, covered chiefly with virgin 
redwood. It has been turned over 
to the American Legion as a com¬ 
mission to supprvl.se and develop 
the area. The commissioners pur¬ 
pose to establish public camping 
srounds. set aside an area for their 
own use and tor the Boy Scouts 
and similar organizations, and de¬ 
velop the area somewhat along 
the same lines as in Big Ba.sln.

K. Fowler, State forest inspector, 
says: 

"The grove itself is an extreme¬ 
ly hazardous condition because of 
the slash left by tan bark operat¬ 
ors, which covers almost the entire 
area.
